That there be, as of the date of 
enactment of this Act, created as an agency of the United 
States of America a body corporate with the name of n The Free 
World Organisation” (in this Act called the "Organisation"). 

Sec. 2. The purposes of this corporation are (1) to fur- 
ther the general welfare of, and to strengthen friendship and 
understanding between the American people and the peoples of 
the world, (2) to aid people desiring freedom and independence 
to achieve that goal, and (3) to assist the forces of freedom 
throughout the world , through collaboration with ^governments 
and govemmentalj agencies and individuals, corporations , pri- 
vate agencies, and other bodies of private persona in planning, 
initiating, assisting, financing, administering, and executing 
plans, programs, and projects, especially in the cultural, 
agricultural, educational, social, and political fields.
